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Senator Dies From Bullet 
Wound In Brain; Never 


Came Out Of Coma 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — Sen. Robert F. Kennedy, 


felled like his President brother by an assassin's bullet, 
died early today. 


His mourning family prepared 


to take his body home to New 
York, across the nation Kenne- 
dy had hoped to lead as Presi- 
dent. 


And on Saturday, the senator 


is to be buried in Arlington Na- 
tional Cemetery, probably at the 
hilltop plot which is the resting 
place of his brother, the late 
John F. Kennedy. 


Robert Kennedy, 42, never re- 


gained 
consciousness, 
never 


showed signs of recovery after a 
savage burst of revolver fire 
sent a bullet plunging into his 
brain—at the pinnacle of his 
own campaign for the White 
House. 
WIFE AT BEDSIDE 


Kennedy, his pregnant wife, 


Ethel at his bedside,1 died at 
1:44 a.m. PDT, little more than 
24 hours after the assault at the 
Ambassador Hotel. 


Kennedy's body was to be 


flown from Los Angeles to New 
York later today on a }et air- 
plane provided by the White 
House. 


Pierre Salinger, former presi- 


dential press secretary, said the 
body would lie in state Friday 
at St. Patrick's Cathedral in 
New York City. 


A requiem mass will be held 


there Saturday morning. Salin- 
ger said Kennedy would be bur- 
ied late Saturday in Arlington, 
across the Potomac River from 
Washington, where an eternal 
-flame flickers in memory of 
John Kennedy, slain four years 
and seven months ago. 
POST MORTEM HELD 


In preparation for Kennedy's 


last journey, a post mortem was 
underway at Good Samaritan 
Hospital in downtown Los An- 
geles. 


President Johnson, the man 


who succeeded President Ken- 
nedy, 
issued 
a proclamation 


calling for a national day of 
mourning for the senator next 
Sunday. 


Gov. Ronald Reagan declared 


a state of mourning in Califor- 
nia, for the period through thfe 
senator's funeral. 


As Kennedy died, the man ac-

Autopsy 
Performed 
On Kennedy 


Doctors Seek To 
Determine Exact 
Cause Of Death 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — An 


autopsy began soon after the 
death of Sen. Robert F. Kenne- 
dy early today—an hours-long 
procedure aimed at determining 
the extent of brain 
damage 


caused by an assassin's bullet. 


Up to his death, details made 


public by attending physicians 


at Good Samaritan Hospital 


were sketchy. 


Aides 
who 
announced 
the 


death said medical information 
would become available "at an 
appropriate time." A hospital 
spokesman later said "a post- 
mortem (after-death examina- 
tion) is under way." 


The physicians making the 


autopsy hoped to determine the 
exact cause of death, whether it 
was due to a blood clot, hemor- 
rhage, pressure from swelling 
tissue, destruction or whatever. 


All that was known immedi 


ately was that there was dam- 
age to the cerebellum—the back 
portion of the main brain—and 
to the brain stem connecting 
with the spinal cord. 
BLOOD CLOT IN HEAD 


A New York neurosurgeon, 


Dr. Lawrence Pool, quoted one 
of Kennedy's surgeons as saying 
they had discovered "a sizeable 
blood clot in the head." Pool 
said he was told by Dr. Henry 
Cuneo "the superior cerebellar 
artery, at the forward end of the 
brain stem, was torn." 


Most of the .22 caliber bullet, 


fragmented as it smashed into 
Kennedy's head behind the right 
ear, was removed in a four-hour 
operation Wednesday morning. 
A small piece remained in the 
brain but a spokesman said this 
was not of great concern to doc- 
tors. 


Medical sources earlier had 


speculated that if Kennedy sur- 
vived he might face a life of lim- 
ited usefulness, and there was 
one unconfirmed report that he 
had suffered partial paralysis 
on the left side. 


Dr. John D. French, director 


of the Brain Research Institute 
at the University of California 
at Los Angeles, said "persons so 
injured have been known to live 
indefinitely without recovering 
usefulness—they become nobod- 
ies."

Assassination is a common 


method throughout history and 
in many lands as the means for 
settling political differences. 


The stabbing of Julius Caesar, 


though by no means the first of 
such acts, was the earliest such 
murder swathed in drama, and 
the history of our English for- 
bears is replete with instances 
where the British government 
alternately changed .or survived 
by violent means. 


American politics have never 


been known for their politeness. 
Fisticuffs frequently have mixed 
with strong language in many 
campaigns. Daniel Webster was 
the object of a caning during his 
Senatorial career by a fellow 
Senator, and not too many years 
ago in our Michigan legislator a 
debate might be enlivened by one 
solon hurling a spitoon at an- 
other. 


Murder or an attempt at it, 


however, has not intruded its 
ugly head into this lusty scene. 


It always has been the Ameri- 


can credo to bury an idea with 
ballots, not bullets. 


Resort to the latter is falling 


back to a social code which the 
democratic p r o c e s s , however 
falteringly, seeks to correct. 


Kennedy, like his murdered 


brother, stirred emotions strong- 
ly for or against him. His per- 
sonality is for from a neutralist 
one. 


This is no excuse for the 


attack, though further investiga- 
tion into the incident may well 
reveal this to be the motivation.

One of the accessories which 


goes with most automobiles is 
the insurance policy. It is requir- 
ed in some states, recommended 
in others and highly desirable 
anytime an accident occurs.

things, has been going up. It has 
risen 44 per cent in the last 10 
years, according to 
President 


Johnson. The President noted the 
f a c t when he signed a con- 
gressional resolution calling for a 
comprehensive s t u d y and in- 
vestigation of the nation's auto- 
mobile insurance system. 


There is more than rising costs 


behind the Congressional study. 
Thousands of motorists are not 
able to obtain insurance, others 
are left unprotected when com- 
panies fail. Then there is the 
matter of court litigation. 


'• 
The adversary system of liti- 


gation, which has been in vogue 
in the automobile insurance sys- 
tem since its inception, stresses 
the placing of blame on one of 
the drivers in an accident and 
assessing damages accordingly. 


It 
is an expensive system 


which frequently results in dam- 
ages being awarded far in excess 
of actual losses. It is expensive 
from the taxpayers' point of view 
also because of the large number 
of courtrooms and judges which 
.must be supported to service this 
type of litigation. 


Throughout the c o u n t r y , 


courts are bogged down with 
negligence cases. 
The results 


frequently are unequal and un- 
fair. Costs to insurance com- 
panies often 
are 
exaggerated 


because of the knowledge that 
the guilty party is insured. 
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Insurance companies are not 


completely blameless in the high 
cost and sometimes uncertainty 
of 
automobile insurance, 
but 


neither do they deserve all the 
blame for rising costs and fre- 
quent motorist dissatisfaction. 


Both medical care and auto 


repairs are far more expensive 
than they were 10 years ago. 
Prospects are they will continue' 
to rise in the immediate future. 


Probably a national study will 


not solve all the growing prob- 
lems 
in this phase of 
the 


insurance industry; but a broad 
look at just where this type of 
insurance is going in the age of 
the automobile is not out of 
order. 


While Britain Sleeps 


The British economist, North- 


cote Parkinson, whose "Parkin- 
son's Law" about the number of 
employes in the 
bureaucracy 


swelling inevitably, irrespective 
of the amount of work, if any, to 
be done, once was considered a 
tounge in check pronouncement, 
today is regarded more seriously 
by his fellow countrymen. 


Contemporary 
Britain is a 


living example of Parkinson's 
Law. According to the author, it 
will not stop there. Prof. Parkin- 
son's latest pronouncement is 
that by the year 2195 the entire 
working population of Britain 
will be government employes, at 
the present rate of government 
expansion. 


Is this ridiculous? Not at all. 


The British civil service not only 
is that country's fastest growing 
non-productive work force, but it 
is expanding at a progressing 
rate which would seem to make 
Parkinson's prediction o v e r l y 
conservative. 


The point of total government 


domination of the economy and 
work 
force 
could come much 


sooner than the year 2195, unless 
a countervailing force soon ap- 
pears. 


Piirkinsun cites as a horrible 


example of m u s h r o o in i n g 
bureaucracy the royal navy. In 
19U, at the peak of its promi- 
nence, the navy had 542 ships 
and 
•1,M3G civilian servants to 


service them. In 1967, the fleet 
had shrunk to 1M ships, but the 
civil servants assigned to them 
had multiplied to 11,270.

Dear Mrs. H.: A cystocele, or 


a fallen, or dropped bladder, 
occurs rather 
frequently 
in 


women who have given birth to 
a number of children. Weaken- 
ing and stretching of muscles 
during the delivery of a child 
occasionally makes the bladder, 
which collects urine, form a 
pouch 
into the wall of the 


vagina. 


The fear that this might 


become cancerous is unrealis- 
tic, and there is no reason to 
live with this concern. The 
symptoms of a cystocele are a 
nuisance. There is involuntary 
loss of urine with laughing, 
caughing or sneezing, which 
may be responsible for dis- 
comfort 
and embarrassment. 


Surgical reoair of this condition 
is remarkable safe and can be 
performed e v e n in elderly 
people, without great risk.

today's hand illustrates a suc- 
cessful use of the convention. 


West leads a club and East 


can easily identify the lead as a 
singleton. He wins with the ace 
and returns 
the 
deuce, 
his 


lowest club,, to tell West to 
return the lowest 
suit, dia- 


monds: 


West ruffs with the four of 


trumps and shifts to bis fourth 
best diamond. Declarer wins 
East's queen with the ace and 
leads the king of trumps, West 
following with the deuce as 
East wins with the ace. 


If there were no such conven- 


tion as the trump echo, East 
might now make the mistake of 
trying to cash the setting trick 
with the king of diamonds. It 
would be difficult for him to 
guess that West had five dia- 
monds and South only the 
singleton ace. 


But thanks to the trump echo, 


East 
knows that West has 


another trump and can there- 
fore ruff another club. Accord- 
ingly, he returns a. club and 
South goes down one. 


There are both positive and 


negative inferences associated 
with the use of the trump echo. 
Thus, in the present case, East 
can tell positively from West's 
ruff with the four, followed by 
his later play of the deuce, that 
West has another trump. The 
high-low play in trumps desig- 
nates three of them. 


By the same token, if West 


had only the 4-2 of trumps, he 
would ruff the club return at 
trick two with the deuce. When 
he later played the four, East 
would draw the negative infer- 
ence that his partner had only 
two trumps to start with, and 
he would therefore try to cash 
the king of diamonds as his sole 
hope of beating the contract.

W A S H I N G T O N -Three 


months before the Democratic 
National Covention the principal 
question seems to be whether 
Vice P r e s i d e n t Hubert H. 
Humphrey or Sen. Robert F. 
Kennedy of New York will be 
the principal beneficiary of the 
delegate strength of Sen. Eu- 
gene McCarthy. Political ob- 
servers in Washington arc be- 
coming convinced that circum- 
stances have moved the Demo- 
cratic presidential 
nomination 


beyond the grasp of the Minne- 
sota senator. 


In all likelihood, when time 


conies for McCarthy to with- 
draw as a candidate, he will 
attempt to swing his support to 
Humphrey, 
rather t h a n to 


Kennedy, but one fact of a 
geographical nature may cause 
him to move the other way. 
Both McCarthy and Humphrey 
are 
Minnesotans 
and 
it 
is 


beyond the realm of realism to 
consider, even 
in this most 


unusual of political years, that 
McCarthy could make n (leal to 
be Humphrey's vice presidential 
running mate. A deal with Ken- 
nedy, however, would be ac- 
ceptable and even advantageous 
from the standpoint of regional 
considerations. Much is said to 
belittle the vice presidency, but 
recent history suggests that de- 
signations for this office 
are 


plums eagerly sought by failing 
presidential candidate a s p i r- 
ants. 


But even a Kennedy-McCarthy 


ticket would have its drawbacks. 
Regional considerations are only 
one factor. Other, and perhaps 
more important factors, con- 
cern a "balanced" ticket with 
the broadest possible ideological 
appeal. Thus, a liberal preside- 
ntial nominee would tend to 
seek a middle-of-the-road, or 
conservative running mate. A 
nominee well-versed in domest- 
ic affairs would seek a running 
mate with a foreign policy 
identification. A nominee identi- 
fied as an all-out integrationist 
would favor one with a more 
moderate record to reduce the 
white back-lash opposition. 


Taking all these considera- 


tions into account, and others, it 
would appear that McCarthy 
would not be the ideal running 
mate either for Humphrey or 
Kennedy. Under these consider- 
ations, a Cabinet post would 
seem to be the most McCarthy 
could bargain for, and there is 
some doubt whether he would 
want to leave the Senate for 
such a position. 


One other factor comes into 


play. The followers of both 
Kennedy and McCarthy have a 
common opposition to the Dem- 
ocratic "establishment." Whe- 
ther McCarthy could lead his 
followers into Humphrey's camp 
is questionable. If Humphrey 
could achieve something like an 
even split between himself and 
Kennedy, he stands the best 
chance of all of winning the top 
prize.

Bain Is Found Guilty Of 
Strangling His Landlord

Judge Ray advised Bain that 


the case would be turned over 
to the department of probation 
for pre-sentence investigation, 
and that sentencing would be 
set for July 1 at 1 p.m. Bain 
was remanded back to custody 
of the sheriff and jailed without 
bond. 


Throughout the trial, the key 


evidence used by the prosecu- 
tion against Bain was his own 
signed confession, which was 
contested by Atty. McDonald in 
an all-morning hearing yester- 
day, 
in the absence of the jUry. 


During the hearing, McDonald 


charged that the confession was 
obtained 
during a period of 


illegal detention. 


He said he based his argu- 


ment on the fact that Bain was 
not taken before a magistrate 
for arraignment at the earliest 
possible 
time, 
as 
the 
law 


provides, but was not arraigned 
until the following day. He also 
charged that Bain was lodged in 
the South Haven city jail, which 
was not an authorized jail for 
Allegan county prisoners, and 
that Bain was coaxed to sign a

prepared by the state police" 
which allowed him no choice 
other than to sign a waiver to 
his'Tight to have a lawyer at 
the time of his arrest. 
CONFESSION DISPUTED

his arrest on Sunday. The judge 
noted that;court is rare, and 
possibly illegal on Sunday: 


"We c a n 't say 
that his 


(Bain's) rights were invaded in 
any way," Judge Ray stated. 
"We hold that the confession 
was freely given and may be 
offered by the prosecutor as 
testimony." 
ASKS MISTRIAL 


Atty. McDonald then asked 


for a motion for mistrial "in 
view of the shooting of Senator 
Kennedy." He noted that the 
"world crime wave has been 
hammered at in the press" and 
that public feelings over this 
new shooting could have an 
influence on the jury. 


Judge Ray denied the motion 


because he said 
"we can't 


suspend proceedings because ojf 
events -that occur outside of our 
courtroom." 


The jury was brought in at 


1:15 p.m., following a brief 
lunch 
break, 
and the trial' 


officially opened for the second 
day. 


Det. Lewis Smith, who led the 


state police investigation .of the 
case, was called back to the 
stand. Det. Smith first present- 
ed, in his own words, the story 
he received from Bain, and 
then read 
aloud the 
written 


confession. 


The confession was a state- 


ment by Bain that he strangled 
Wallace in his Casco township 
apartment around 1 p.m., Jan. 
12, and that he then took about 
$300 in cash that he found in the 
apartment 
and in 
Wallace's 


wallet.
